Strawberries, that can be grown as successfully in 
Alabama as in Mississippi, are proving a tnoñey- 
making crop in Lauderdale county, Mississippi, ac­ 
cording to a report from Meridian. 
This season, the Meridian report says, twenty car­ 
loads of strawberries already have been shipped from 
Lauderdale county by the Strawberry Growers’ As­ 
sociation, and twenty-five carloads more are in sight 
for shipment. 
The president of the 
Strawberry 
'Growers’ Association, J. G. Hobgood, Is quoted as 
saying the members of the association will realise 
$80,000 from their berries this year, most of the ber­ 
ries selling thus far at $6 a crate. The entire crop 
was raised on 140 acres. * 
To what other crop could 140 acres be planted to 
bring the farmers $80,000? 
Five hundred and sev­ 
enty-one dollars is a pretty good income from an acre 
of ground. Another thing noticed in the strawberry 
report from Mississippi is the way in which thq, ber­ 
ries are marketed. The Strawberry Growers’ Associ­ 
ation looks after the shipping and marketing of the 
berries. Here is co-operative seeing in a practical 
way, and it evidently is paying, as co-operative sell­ 
ing always does when handled in a business-like man­ 
ner. 
It might interest the Star to know that Alabama al 
ready is proving that this state is unusually well adapted 
to strawberry growing. 
Cullman county, which adjoins 
Morgan, has won for itself a national reputation with its 
berry crop and Morgan is emulating the example. 
The 
strawberry crop in this county every year nets large sums 
to Morgan's fanners. 
It might also interest the Star, inasmuch as that ex- 
celtent paper displays much interest in the agricultural 
prosperity of this state, that one man in this county, a 
season or two back, was able to clear approximately $300 
oh one acre of tomatoes. Morgan is one of the leaders of 
Alabama in cotton production, but in justice to this county, 
the view that cotton is Morgan’s only crop should be cor­ 
rected. 
In this connection, The Daily recalls a statement made 
recently -by Prof. Dowling, of Cullman county, in which 
he showed that Alabama, by the government’s acreage 
check, grows many more times the number of crops grown 
in what are considered the greatest farm producing states 
in the Union. Here in Alabama we are really just be­ 
ginning to learn how to farm and it will not be many 
years until the prosperous, wedl clothed, well educated, 
happy and contented farmer will be the rule In Alabama.

When unexpectedly Tuesday afternoon Dr. George R. 
Stuart passed away, the First Methodist church of Bir­ 
mingham of which body the dead preacher was p u to 
for ten years, called off all its regular services indi finite­ 
ly. Jt was impossible with the body of their beloved pas­ 
tor lying in the parsonage near the church for the minds 
of the members of the congregation to be turned away 
from the life and character of their fallen leadér. 
*He lived as he did ahd died as he did, because he was 
what he was,” to use the words once applied to Abraham 
Lincoln, by the late Bishop Phillips Brooks. Dr. Stuart 
first saw the light of day near Cleveland, Tennessee, as 
the son of a tennant farmer. He first saw the light such 
as shone around about St. Paul, on the Damascus road 
in an humble Quaker revival meeting at Friendsviile, 
Tenn. His first act as one who had experienced the “new 
birth,” was to throw his arms around the neck of his old 
father and sob out a desire that the father accept the 
same Christ young Stuart had accepted. The father did 
as the young son asked. The fact that George R. Stuart 
kept toward the whole world: the same kind of an attitude 
as he had toward his father following his acceptance of 
Christ, Accounts for all he did and said. It was but inci­ 
dental to a great Christian experience that young Stuart, 
sought a Christian education—it was incidental that h« 
became an evangelist and perhaps the greatest foe John 
Barleycorn ever had in the Southern states, with the pos­ 
sible exception of Richmond Pearson Hobion wbo showed 
the evil effects of alcohol from a scientific standpoint 
plainer than any living American. Being an out and out 
Christian it was incidental that Stuart the man, never be 
came ugly and sarcastic when opposing the works of the 
devil, as set up by those parasites called men by some, who 
for selfish gain have failed to join battle with the Lord 
of Hosts—though begged time and again to “come up 
to the help of the Lord against the mighty.” 
It was but incidental to his Christian profession, .that 
Stuart defended the American Sabbath as a day men 
should give to the public and: private worship of God and 
to the works of necessity and mercy. It was .blit an in 
cident in his Christian life that Dr. Stuart always de 
posited a ballot against the whisky traffic—it was but a 
part of the man himself that he opposed Sunday baseball, 
Sunday movies, public dance balls and all the other things 
that put bad spiritual tastes in the youths, Goth fearing 
men and women. In a word, it was but incidental, that 
George Stuart was the “Moses type” as opposed to the 
s<Aaron type.’ 1 Stuart would have told the children of 
Israel that as long as he was high-priest no golden calves 
were to be made to worship! Stuart, like Moses, loved 
the people but he did not trust the people’s judgment as 
to what was best for them! Dr. Stuart knew that just 
so long as “the people” fill the broad road to destruction, 
they should be followed after with loving entreaty, but 
never followed as. to their natural defcires and opinions. 
Dr. Stuart died in the triumphs of the faith. He believed 
in the ultimate triumph of righteousness, but he doubt­ 
less had his doubts as to whether or not an Apostolic 
Christianity was being practiced by the vast majority of 
the professed church members of the^resent generation.
